have him permit his name to be pre- 
sented to the convention and that 
they were certain he could be nomi- 
nated and elected.

Mr. McAdaa's telegram follows: 
'Your tel Q argmof . . . .einbom- 1 
"Your telegram of June IT re- 
quires an explicit and Immediate (Da* 
wer. I am profoundly grateful to 
you and to my other generous 
friends wito. with such spontaneity 
and unselfishness have without my 
solicitation advocated my nomina- 
tion. To cause them disappoint- 
ment distresses me deeply, but I am 
unable to reconsider the position I 
have consistently maintained, name- 
ly, that I would not seek the nomi- 
nation for the presidency. I cannot, 
therefore, permit my name to go be- 
fore the convention. This decision 
is irrevocable, us the pnth of duty 
seems to ma clear und unmistakable. 

"The considerations which com- 
pelled me to resign as secretary of 
tpe treasury and dlrctor general of 
railroads, after the armistice in 
1918, in large measure still prevail. 
I must have a reasonable opportuni- 
ty f< rehabilitate my private affairs 
and * to make that provision for my 
family which, in time of peace, is at 
once the sacred duty and the cherish- 
ed desire of every right-thinking man 
Hiding been out of office less than 
18 months. I have not yet been able 
to accomplish these objects. More- 
over, a presidential campaign im- 
poses upon the candidate unavoida- 
ble expenses which I am unable to 
assume, and which I do not want 
my friends to assume.

ihe trouble with America is that 
ire running without brakes, ac- 
cording to Roger W. Babson, the 
statistician In Current Affairs. Today 
toe taste of the people is running to 
luxuries, he says. 

"I can give you a dozen illustra- 
tions to show that people are not 
buying what they should buy, are not 
making what they should make, are 
not purchasing the things that will 
increase the permanent wealth o( 
the nation. 

"The general Impression Is that 
there Is only one solution of the 
problem and that Is a financial 
•rash which will cause prices to 
tumble. I personally feel that is 
the thing that will probably happen, 
but It is not the necessary things 

Mr. Babson then goes on to out- 
line the necessity for Increased pro- 
duction and decreased consumption, 
for co-operation in economy, saving 
and safe investment which are ad- 
vocated by every clear thinking ftnan 
cier and economist in the world to 
meet # present emergencies and which 
form the basis of the campaign of 
the Savings Division of the Treas- 
ury Department campaign to make 
saving and safe investment in gov- 
ernment securities a nationa habit. 

"A word regarding the Industrial 
situation," Mr. Babson continues. 
"I am very bullish on bonds. Bonds 
are the only thing I am bullish on. 
I think that if a good many men to- 
day would liquidate their businesses, 
uul the money into CM] good bonds 
and then spend, two, three or five 
years paying golf they would have 
more money at the end of five years 
than if they worked hard at their 
regular lines of business. 

"One of the members of my or- 
ganizations came to me recently re- 
garding the purchase of an automo- 1 
bile. I said: 'How much do you j 
■want to pay? He said: 'About $2,- 
000. Well' I said, "if you could 
possiby retain your self control for 
a couple of years and put that $2,- 
000 into real good bonds and would 
wait a couple of years. I think that 
the bonds would go up enough in 
price and the automobiles come down 
enough in prices so that at the end 
Of two years you could have the au- 
tomobiles and the bonds both."

A small glossy blue beetle is doing 
much damage to the grapes in prac- 
tically all sections of the State of 
Kentucky. These Insects destroy 
the leaves and lay eggs in crevices 
at the base of leaves and on the 
stems. The eggs hatch in a few 
days producing a sluggish grub 
which continues to damage both the 
vines and the fruit. They are not 
a new insect; but appear rather 
periodically so that it is Impossible 
to tell Just when to expect them. 
The College of Agriculture is recom- 
mending the use of arsenate of lead 
at the rate of two pounds of pow- 
der to fifty gallo not water as a 
means t 0 control these insects.
